During 
that time it generally happens that 
eomo government or other is sot up, tho 
police returns to its post and the judge 
to his bench, and svlien at last our great 
men consent to stop down to the better 
known and more vulgar ground of pet- 
ty and malicious human passions they 
are no longer able to do so and are re- 
duced to live simply like honest; men. 
Besides, we huvo spent so many years 
in insurrections that there have arisen 
among UH a kind of morality peculiar 
to timea of disorder and a special code 
for days of rebellion. According to these 
exceptional laws, murder 5a tolerated 
and havon permitted, but theft is stren- 
uously forbidden, although this, what- 
ever one may say, does uot prevent a 
good tlcnl of robbery from occurring up- 
on those days for tliofiiniplo mason that 
society in a'state of rebellion cannot be 
different from that at any other time, 
and it will always contain :* number of 
rascals who, its far as they are concern- 
eel, ficorn the morality of the main body 
and despise its point of honor when 
they urn unobserved.—"Recollections" 
of Do Tocqnovillo.

How Ilt'OH Guther Honey. 


Bees gather honey by tho aid of their 
trunk," "lower lip" 
or "tongue," 


which is used as an instrument for ex- 
tracting tho nectar from flowers. The 
"tongue" of a boo is Dot, as was once 
thought to Lo tho case, a tube through 
which tho juico is sucked, but is built 
more after tlio fashion of a fine broom. 
With this broom tho bee brushes01 laps 
the honey or honey material from tho 
flowers, leaves, etc., and passes it down 
a groove in tho upper surface of tho 
tongue to tho mouth proper. From that 
point tho juico is conveyed through a 
minuto orifico into tho "first stomach," 
vulgarly called the "honey hag." The 


'honey bag" is a real chemical labora- 
tory, whore, by somo mysterious process 
which has not yet beou explained by 
science, tho juices are converted into 
pure honey. When tho chemical process 
of transforming their nectar into viscid 
honey has been completed, the bee dis- 
gorges it into one of tho cells made for 
the purpose of a receptacle. 


For years the microscopists nnd tho 


entomologists bavo been studying tho 
beo's laboratory, but its workings are 
at present among ihu unexplained mys- 
teries.—St. Louis Republic.

COST OF A TRAIN. 


The Eijienso nnd Profits of Travel on 


Railway Linen. 


How many people who travel in trains 


ever think of the cost of running thorn? 
It will probably surprise most people 
who have traveled from London to Ed- 
inburgh to know that every mile of the 
journey costs tho railway company over 
half a crown. Tho cost of the whole 
journey from (ho English to the Scotch 
capital is £50. 


The average cost of running a train 


in England is 2s. 7d. per mile, so that, 
tho faro being reckoned at Id. per mile, 
a train with less than B1 passengers for 
each mile is run 
fit a loss. There are 


few trains, however, that do not carry 
more than this number of passengers, 
and many of them carry tho number 
doubled many times over. It is neces- 
sary frequently to run trains that do not 
puv—usually in thinly inhabited conn- 
try districts—but for every train run at 
a "loss probably 100 are run at an enor- 
mous profit. 


Take, for instance, tho journey from 


London to Edinburgh, which costs the 
railway company £50. 
Tho average 


mi in her of '•through" passengers in 
these trains is probably (>0, in which 
case the total fares would bo nearly 
£100—a deal-gain of nearly £50. When 
it is remembered that these trains run 
several times a day. and every day in 
the year, it will be understood what an 
enormous revenue, a single line yields in 
t!u- course of I- months. Supposing the 
average, number of passengers to bo (>(., 
the midnight train from LomUm to Ed- 
inburgh yields over £x!0,U<JO for divi- 
dend in ii year! 


The Inngesl railway journey in the 


United Kingdom would probably be 
from IVir/.aiire, in Cornwall, to Thurso, 
in the north of Scotland, a distance of 
over 1,000 miles. A train running be- 
tween these two places would exhaust 
an ordinary clerk's salary for a whole 
year, the eost being no less than illiS. 
—London Tit-Hits.
